Following are excerpts from a letter recently received from Keuben 
Peiss in Lisbon. 

"Coincident with Ralph Carruthers * departure wo were hit from t-v.o 
sides — several delayed shipments of publications arrived , including 
some useiux German stuff Iron as tar da civ as September, and Cxfanx 
came down with the flu, which kept him away for some ten days, as a 
result I've been hopping, but we've managed to keep abreast of things 
Xou have undoubtedly received by now the delayed publications. Ghat 
with the recent raid on Leipzig, the repercussions of which will be 
felt in this office in a couple of weeks,, there my very well be a 
serious falling off in the volume of what we ship during the coming 
month or so. I am enclosing a translation I made of an article on 
the disastrous effect of the bombardments on the Leipzig book trade. 
Ghat it says should hold a fortiori after last week's raid. 

Also enclosed are the following: a list of titles on subscription 

at the present time in Lisbon, along with some indication of whether 
or not they are coming, and a similar list provided by the British. 
Ralph has both copies with him in London (the;/ are being dispatched 
at the same time as these copies). One tiling which has been worrying 
me a bit of late is this. There are certain titles which we either 
fill., or send home in the original from Lisbon. At the same time the 
British send these same titles to their microfilm unit. Now, on the 
assumption that these are reaching Washington regularly from Lisbon, 
are you abstaining from ordering microfilm copies from the London 
lab? If so, I think that at the moment it is a mistake. Comparing 
notes with the British, I find that in general the arrival of publi- 
cations is spasmodic for both of us, and that somotl .es they get a 
title we both have on order while we do not, and vice versa. V/ith 
publications failing off, it seems to me the home office ought to act 
as a general grab-bag, and not v;orry about duplication, otherwise the 
gaps are going to be pretty serious.

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i/ost of the valuable type plates luive been destroyed. 
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‘Our gymnasia will soon have difficulty providing editions of 
Greek and Latin, classics for students ... It is therefore absolutely es- 
sential that measures be t .ken to replace those valuable works which are 
indispensible for science * technology* education* and practical life.* 

Swiss publishing* which in recent years has been extraordin- 
arily active in the fields of belles-lettres, children’s literature *art books 
etc,* will have to occupy itself most intensively with the problem of 
extending its activity to the field of scientific and other heavily 
used books. To what ext ent such problems can be solved only by subsidies 
is s til~ an open question. In any case Comprehensive planning with the 
cooperation of all interested parties is needed. The next number of 
this journal will be devoted partly to discussion of this complicated 
problem. "
